Steamboais irom anove, arrivec at our pors yosterday,
brovght the meuncholy intelligenss of the explaion,
néar Pomeroy, of (he s esmer Metropolis, by whish meci-
dent cice lives were lost, and several persons badly
wounced.

Tha Metropolis was & new boat, of large dimensions,
snd was mshicg her first wrip from Fittaburg to New
Orleaps, Shs bad ou board seven hund toun of
treight, ehilefly for the South, bui fortunately thers wers
but few parsengerd.

The Metropolis bal stopped at Pomerowy far cosl, and
baving rom: ded oct, was ‘alzly aoder way, whon her atas-
boatd boiler expiodel, This ocourred sk six o'cinck on
Thursday morning,

Capt £ C. Hazl-t wan in the washroom, over the boiler,
al the tlme, ard wasalmost lostantly kilied. Eight other
persans were £0 bably scalded thatthey died ahortly aftor
ths explosdon.

Toe forward part of the ealin on the starboard side was
shaitered, but otherwi e the bost was not injured.

Tha greatest constercation prevatled on board the boat
azi the scene that was presen:ed by the desd, dying snd
wounded can be better imegined than desoribsd, Ths
boat was landed with an lictle dalay as possibie, and
every effort waa made to administer to the wanta of the
sufferers,

It
this statement is correct, ihe man rer shoald be
indicted for manalavghter, but as s Jegal investigation
will at coce be had by the inspegtors for this distrie®, it
is proper that the jo/gmént o the publie be anspended.
